presented to the board of county com- 
missioners at the meeting held Mon- 
day and Tuesday this week. 


- * There appears to be a number of 


matters in connection with the build- 
ing of the roads and the spending of 
the bond funds not covered in the re 
port of the engineer, but the engineer 
Is plain In his statement that the coun- 
ty commissioners had no legal right 
to use the bond funds tor construct 
Ing concrete streets In the city of 
New Smyrna 


The report of Mr Arms addressed 


to William F Cooke, state road com 
missioner is as follows

lusia county, and, in conjunction with 
Assistant State Auditor Mclntosh 
made a complete investigation of the 
road question 


Commissioner RIley and Road Su 


perintendent Bonnet met me at Or 
mond and we drove over all the roads 
In the Ormond and New Smyrna dls 
tricts that were built by bond Issue 
funds 
I afterward went over these 


roads again with J C Cook, vice 
-president of the J B McCrary com 
pany This company had the engineer 
Ing on all of these roads 


It must be noted that this inspec- 


tion was made about a year after the 
loads were completed by the contrac 
.tors and due allowance should be 
made for the wear and tear due to the 
very heavy traffic and to the weather

the home of man through a much 
longer geological period than has 
heretofore been suspected. These dis- 
coveries include finds of human bones 
and implements which are much old- 
er than any such such relics previous- 
ly known in American. The human 
relics were found at Vero, in St. 
Lucle county, and came to light in the 
construction of a drainage canal. The 
fossils were found in the banks of the 
canal and belong, according to the 
state geologist, to the geologic period 
known as the Pleistocene. 


Not only were human bones found 


at Vero, but in addition there is pre- 
served the remains of many of the an- 
nuls that were living at that time,

DO WE WAR WITH THE GERMAN PEOPLE? 


By ROBERT ADQER MWEN of The Vigilantes 


It has been said with a shock that has threatened faith 


in humanity itself that the realization of the German 
character has been forced upon the rest of the world. 
Even with the repeated evidences of its brutality the 
brain of manfind reels under the strain upon its credul- 
ity. In sad amazement the world asks, how can this 
have come to pass? So long had we been told of the 
German honesty and sincerity and tender love of home 
—so long had we heard of German kindliness of heart, 
German love of the beautiful in nature and art—that 
we could not believe in the German lust to despoil and 
befoul and destroy. We could not credit its arrogant 
pride in the accomplishment, its 
self-justification 


through its vicious slogan of Dmitochland uber Alle» and 
Weltmacht oder Neiderganf, 


We know it now. Murder* on sea and land; deliber- 


ate slaughter of women and children, the wounded and 
those that minister to the wounded; dishonor in diplo- 
macy as in war;/cunning, low trickery, and self-abase- 
ment! The heart sickens at all the vile, degrading 
story; the mind staggers at the knowledge that behind 
their conscienceless rulers and the instigators of those 
loathsome crimes stands a proudly united people follow- 
ing their kaiser's "Onward with God!" 


Do we war with the) German people? Yes! 
And with all men and women, whether they be Ger- 


man or American, wh« defend, uphold or attempt to 
justify them. In this war there can be no let-up, no 
concession, for it is a moral war, holier than any Cru- 
sade that was ever waged, justified as no other war has 
ever been justified. Any wavering* be it of the slightest, 
is to admit that wrong is right, that dishonor is honor, 
that beastiality is manhood. 


Not only is this war to be fought out on the battle 


front. It is to be fought wherever those forces which 
made it possible are to be encountered. It is because 
of these forces that we are sending the flower of o ir 
manhood to fight an enemy that knows no law of God or 
man beyond its own lust to win; whose first move 
against our soldiers will be not an encounter of man to 
man but the stab of the assassin in the dark. 


Too long, far too long, has this country given leeway 


to enemy -propaganda, and held its hand; too long have 
individual Americans given ear to enemy sentiment, and 
held their tongues through a courtesy and consideration 
utterly thrown away.

Friendly feeling toward a German or a pro-German 


must hinge upon his admission of the guilt of Germany, 
a confession of his own sense of humiliation and vast 
regret. Thousands of Americans of German blood have 
bravely made this hard confession. There can be no 
fellow feeling between the rest of the world and the man 
who will not 
' 


Germany has seen to that" ;Wn*wer he be, the man 


who defends Germany admits by implication that he 
would willingly share in the enormity of her offences. 
He who condones rapine and murder, in effect commits 
them. The American of German parentage who would 
prefer imprisonment to fighting against Germany is not 
only a traitor but tacitly all that the German has proved 
himself capable of being—and that is what those, the 
least of his admirers shrink from writing him down 
to be. 


Never more than in this war has it been true that one 


connot serve both God and Mammon—never has the 
distinction between God and Mammon been more ap- 
pallingly clear. Yet there are among us on every side 
thpse who, seek to justify Germany more or less opanly. 
Loyal Americans can no longer afford to tolerate them. 


Every instinct of sincerity, every demand of loyalty 


and gratitude to those who are going forth, it may be 
to lay down their lives that decency and liberty may con- 
tinue to exist, call upon us who remain behind for no un- 
certain display of our own convictions. 


One course and one only can redeem today the man 


of German blood. Of the fact that he is a German he 
must be held blameless. Blameless he cannot be if he 
upholds and sanctions Germany in her mad orgy'of ruth- 
less crime Against the rights and liberties of the world. 
The parting of the ways between him and other men 
must increasingly widen unless he be willing to de- 
nounce and renounce the creed that the rest of the 
world abhors and loathes.

Cushlng's "Age of the Shell Men," Is 
m readable volume devoted to the life 
ot the early inhabitants of Florida, 
and of value to persons interested in 
archeology. 


There are mounds and evidences of 


cultivated fields in Florida that show 
that the early inhabitants' had some 
ideas ot engineering and agriculture, 
and there are relics of several large 
works which were apparently canals. 
Perhaps the most noteworthy antiqui- 
ties consist of the enormous shell 
mounds that exist at various points 
along the coasts. Some of these are 


' of magnitude and evidently the ac-

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cumulations of oyster shells thrown 
up In va|t quantities by the Indians 
who made (hell fish a principal art* 
cle of diet. Pottery and human re- 
mains have been found in some of the 
mound*. 


By some very Important discoveries 


made a couple of year ago, an an- 
nouncement of which Is made by Dr. 
B. H. Setiards, state geologist. In the 
American Journal of Science for July, 
1916, It Is shown that Florida has been 
the name of man through a much 
longer geological period than has 
heretofore been suspected. These dis- 
coveries include finds of human bones 
and implements which are much old- 
er than any such such relics previous- 
ly known in American. The human 
relics were found at Vero, in St. 
Lucle county, and came to light in the 
construction of a drainage canal. The 
fossils were found in the banks of the 
canal and belong, according to the 
state geologist, to the geologic period 
known as the Pleistocene. 


Not only were human bones found 


at Vero, but in addition there is pre- 
served the remains of many of the an- 
imals that were living at that time, 
which were very different from the 
animals now living 
in the United 


States. 
Among the strange beasts 


then living in Florida were elephants, 
mastodons, three different kinds of 
horses, extinct 
bison, camels, pe- 


caries, tapirs, 
very large sloths, 


wolves and sabre-tooth tigers. With 
the exception of horses, which have 
been reintroduced into America from, 
Europe, and bison,,which are native 
to North America, the nearest rela- 
tives of these species are found in 
Central or South America, in Asia or 
in Africa. 
It is the fortunate pres- 


ervation of the fossilized bones of 
these animals that enables the state 
geologist to determine the age of the 
formation which contains the human 
relics. The time interval since these 
animals were living in America is be- 
lieved by geologists to be no less 
than 10,000 to 25,00ff years. 
This 


find by Dr. Sellards has attracted 
widespread interest among scientific 
men and many experts have visited 
Vero. 


The coral reefs and tropical vegeta- 


tion in the south part of the state, and 
the sponge and oyster fisheries of the 
west coast provide entertainment and 
instruction for, visitors. Indeed, a long 
list of features and romances attaches 
to every section. The coral reefs are 
constantly adding area to Florida, 
and accordingly ours is the only state 
in the Union that Is growing larger by 
new land being made in the sea. A 
railroad along these reefs runs to Key 
West, the most southerly city in the 
United States, from whence there is a 
car ferry to Cuba. 


In northern states points of inter- 


est are preserved, marked and adver- 
tised with profit to each locality. It 
will pay Florida 
to do the same. 


When our expansive road system is 
completed visitors will come in in- 
creasing numbers and the way to 
points of Interest should be made 
plain. 
The work could' be carried

The county also paid three cents pe 
square yard to a bonding company, 
a maintenance fee, to cover cost o 
repairing all of this asphalt work 
during a period of five yean. 


There Is a charge of $760.17 mad 


by the county against the city of Day 
tona for work in changing some man 
holes and sewers. 
This money has 


not yet been paid to the county by 
the city. 


The shell 
shoulders along the 


asphalt roads outside of the city Urn 
its are now quite thin and It will re 
quire quite a sum of money from the 
maintenance fund to put them in goo< 
shape. This shell was paid for by the 
cubic yard and was put do^wn in va 
rious thicknesses. It would have re 
quired nearly $1,200 more cash,'south 
of Daytona, to have 
built these 


shoulders six inches thick. 


Some protection to the roadway 


north of Daytona, was deemed neces 
sary by the engineers and the com 
missioners. A sea wall was therefore 
built at a cost of $4,476.84. This work 
was done by contract, and by order o 
the commissioners. 
There is some 


question as to the letting of this work 
and also as to the necessity for it, 
but that point is one of engineertnj 
opinion and could only .fairly be set 
tied after seeing this place during"* 
storm. 


North of Ormond a few thousam 


dollars was spent in building a til 
across the Tomoka river flats. 
An 


error of judgment was made here by 
allowing a deep borrow pit to be dug 
too close to the roadbed. The sides 
of the borrow pit afterwards caved in 
and the fill settled down to the orig 
inal level. Another contract for the 
rebuilding of this fill has just been 
let to Akerman & Ellis. 


The Proudfoot company of Tampa 


had the contract to pave all of the 
roads in the Ormond Halifax district 
The original work on this section 
contemplated a form of asphalttc con 
crete. 
After several miles of this 


work had been completed, the com 
missioners who retired on December 
31, 1916, permitted a change In tV 
contract, whereby a two-inch asp':ai 
block was to be substituted for U" 
asphaltlc concrete. 
The board o 


commissioners, recently removed, in 
herited this contract and after con 
slderable discussion they decided no 
to use this form of construction, but 
to release the contractors entirely 
Some other material was then decld 
ed upon for this work and a type of 
coquina rock was determined on.

The present board of commission-

jVkertiutn & Sills. This work was 


awarded to Akerman & Ellis, and I 
was requested to look at the rock 
north of Ormond and 
advise 
the 


commissioners if it was of the same 
class as that to be shipped from near 
Titusville. 
1 accordingly examined 


this rock and reported it to be of the 
same class as the samples from the 
Titusvlle. section, and that 1 consid- 
ered it better than shell. 
You will 


note, however, that the contract was 
let without any advice in regard to 
the material, but that my opinion as 
to the two deposits of rock was all 
the Information requested. 


In checking over all the accounts 


and final estimates with Auditor Me- 
Intosh, we, found everything regular 
and according to contract, with the 
exception of the price paid for shell, 
where the thickness was reduced 
from nine Inches. It seems that an 
arbitrary price of three cents per 
Inch of thickness, per square yard 
was agreed on for each Inch of reduc- 
tion. 


The prices bid on this shell surfac- 


ing were based on the unit system, 
per square yard, nine Inches thick. 
The preparation of the roadbed was 
supposed to be Included in the price 
paid for grading, but to arrive at the 
value of the shell actually placed, a 
fixed charge should be allowed for

In times of peace as well as In war Is 
(lint tbe morale of no army con be 
higher than the Individual morale of 
the men, declares San Antonio Light. 
Therefore the very best soldiers are 
those recruited from civil life who 
have every day morale—the men who 
do things, who stand fearlessly for 
what they believe to be right, who 
are undismayed by opposition and ap- 
parent defeat, and who accept life's 
tribulations calmly, patiently and with 
fortitude. 


Men of that stripe cannot be stam- 


peded or confused In military affairs, 
once thej have been trained as sol- 
diers, Just as in every-day life they 
cannot be kept down by circumstances. 
They are individually invincible and 
hence when organized Into an army, 
they are militarily Invincible. 


Therefore when you read of an army 


or a military unit with a high morale 
you. know that the men in the ranks 
and the officers over them are men ol 
strong, dominant courage who meet 
death calmly in the discharge of their 
military duty and who cannot be rout- 
ed nor overawed by tbe enemy, but 
must be vanquished, If at all, by fight- 
ing.
